Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant has found high molecular weight HA to be very effective 
in the delivery of anti-cancer agents to the site of therapy. Applicant is able to sucessfully administer high molecular 
weight HA by intravenous administration, a process that was difficult to do previously in view of the high viscosity of 
high molecular weight of the HA. Applicant insists that the invention is novel over Falk because Falk is a topical 
administration using low molecular weight HA while the invention administers anticancer agents of interest by using 
high molecualr weight HA as carrier and by intravenously administering the agent.
